Mayor Winn, Who Has Called 
the Meeting, Will Urge That 
Some Action Looking Toward 
Erection of a Crematory Be 
Taken---Conferences Held. 


There will be a meeting tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock in the council 
chamber of the general council of the 
bond commission and the boarg o 
health for the purpose of taking some 
action in regard to the garbage ques- 
tion. - 

Mayor Winn, who says he fully 
recognizes the necessity for immediate 
action, has called the joint session and 
will urge that something be done to 
s0lve the most important question that 
has confronted the city administration 
in many years. 

A Conference Is Held, 

Maycr Winn stated Monday morning 
that he had conferred with the chair- 
man of the bond commission, F. A. 
Quillian, ang they had decideg that 
something must be done, and done at 
once, to take care of Atlanta’s gar- 
bage situation ang that the building of 
a new crematory with the $50,000 bond 
issue must be pushed. 

Chairman Quillian weént to work 
Monday morning to investigate the 
official records of the crematory mat- 
ter in order that the board of health 
can have all the facts before it when 
it meets next Friday afternoon. 

The mayor has suggested as a tem- 
porary expedient the use of a box 
for trash in order that the garbage 
can be kept separate in cans. He be- 
lieves the present crematory can dis- 
pose of the garbage if kept separate 
from the trash and the trash will not 
be very objectionable if placed on the 
present temporary dumping~grounds. 

A Legal Diffieulty. 

There seems to be some legal diffi- 
culty in the way of using the $50,000 of 
bond money to build a new crematory 
on the site of the present one, as the 
bond ordinance provides that the 
money must be used to build two 
crematories in. different sections of the 
city. 

The ordinance committee will this 
afternoon take up the ordinance_Intro- 
duced by Alderman Van Dyke, which 
provides for the appointment of a

Chamber.of Commerce Acts, 


For the , purpose of helping the city 
to solve the garbage question, the 
committee on sanitation from the 
chamber of commerce met yesterday 
afternoon and appointed a subcommit- 
tee of three’ to confer with a commit- 
tee from council, 

The chamber of commerce committee 
agreed that it might be wise to take 
care of the garbage question tempo- 
rarily by having the sanitary depart- 
ment use some such disinfectant as 
formaldehyde, and. that it might be 
advisable to have a public mass meet- 
ing of citizens called to adopt a reso- 
lution’ bearing on the situation. 
Nothing definite, however, will be 
done until the subcommittee confers 
with a council committee. 

E. L. Worsham, state entomologist, 
appeared before the committee and 
Stated that the use of formaldehyde 
might keep down the bad odors at the 
dumping greunds, and in a méasure 
stop the breeding of flies and other 
imsects. He said he would like to have 
more time to study the question before 
giving any definite opinion. 

About Stockade Property. 

The chairman of the committes. C. J. 
Haden, stated*that the city was con- 
templating the -sale of the stockade 
property in order to raise the money 
with which to dispose of the garbage. 
His idea was that he necessary 
grounds could be bought and ‘the garb- 
age burned in the open air. He gave 
some figures made up by city officials 
which showed that the stockade prop- 
erty might bring about $225,000. He 
said it was estimated that it would 
cost aBout $100,000 to build a stockade 
and that the city could. reserve eicht 
acreg and the present stockade build- 
ing for a city tech school. 

The committee agreed that some- 
thing should be done at once to take 
care of the city’s garbage.

BY: CHAIRMAN'S. GAVEL 


It Is Said That Such Language 
as Davis Used Was Never 
Before Heard in the ‘Senate. 
An Agreement Has Been 
Reached in Regard to Case 
of Lorimer.

Washington, May 29.—(Special.)— 
The most spectacular feature of to- 
day’s debate in the senate was the re- 
markable speech of Senator Jeff Davis, 
of Arkansas, who threw decorum ‘to 
the winds and launched forth into real 
backwoods Arkansas style of stump 
speaking: 

“Senator 
greajest ass, 
that ever disgraced the senate,” 
the honorable Jeff. 

He was promptly called to order by 
Senator Heyburn, who was in the 
chair, and reminded of the senate rules 
that no language reflecting upon a 
member of the senate was permitted, 
and Lorimer was legally a member of 
vhe senate. Senator Davis withdrew 
the remark. 

‘T am a democrat,” continued Sena- 
tor Davis. “I believe in democracy as 
I believe in the religion of Jesus 
Christ. La Follette is as good a dem- 
Ocrat as there is in the senate.” 

No one offered amy objettion, and 
Senator Davis continued: 

“I am a Hardshell Baptist,’’ he said. 
“IT believe the senate should be like 
raceers wife—above suspicion.

He’s out on an island 
and the ship has passed on.” 

Effort te Rebuke La Follette. 

A combination of democrats and reg- 
ular republicans delivered what was in- 
tended to be a poihted rebuke at Sen- 
ator La Follette this evening. While 
only a small thing in itself, the spirit 
prompting the. action was unmistak- 
able: It followed a “gentleman’s 
agreement” entered into by the lead- 
ers on both sides. : 

The majority of the senate is in- 
clined to think that Mr. La Follette, by 
his action in the Lorimer case,, and 
three days’ speech urging a re-opening 
of the case, has endeavored to create 
the impression throughout the country 
that the senate opposed his resolution 
and that he was fighting against fear- 
ful odds to vindicate the honor of the 
senate. The truth of the matter is that 
since the recent developments at 
Springfield another investigation has 
‘been inevitable. There will not be a 
vote against the investigation on the 
final roll call, The only dispute that 
has existed is over who shall conduct 
the investigation. 

Following three hours of speech mak- 
ing this evening, Mr. La Follette mov- 
ed an adjournment to Thursday, to- 
morrow being Memorial day. This was 
voted down 19 to 52 and the announce- 
ment of the result seemed to surprise 
the senator from Wisconsin. He had a 
moment previously declimted to with- 
draw his motion to permit Senator 
Smoot to make a remark. 

After further discussion and a vote 
on the Hitchcock resolution, a motion 
to adjourn was put and carried; again 
the regulars on both sides voted to- 
gether against the insurgents.

Washington, May ~29.—Medicine 
which is nothing but sweetened water 
or pills composed of colored mud may 
be labeled “cures” and sold as such 
with impunity under the national pure 
food and drugs act, according to @ de- 
cision rendered today by the supreme 
court of the United States in the case 
of Dr. O. A. Johnson, of Kansas City,

Frovided there is no misstatement 
Lon the bottle or package 4s to its con- 
tents,.the manufacturer is free to sell 
his goods. Justice Holmes announced 
the majority opinion, Justice Hughes 
delivering a dissenting opinion, in 
whieh Justices Harlan and Day con- 


‘curred. 

The court acknowledged that “in a 
certain sense the statement on the la- 
bel was false, or, at least, mislead- 
ing,’ but it held that the language of 
the pure food law is such that the 
statement contained therein as to the 
meaning of misbranding “is aimed not 
at all possible false statements, but 
only at such as determine the identity 
of the article, possibly including its 
strength, quality and purity.” 

If a label were to state that the 
contents of a bottle was water when 
as a matter of fact it was other than 
water, it would come under the mis- 
branding in the meaning of the law, 
according to today’s opinion. But the 
opinion auds that when the statement 
on the box or bottle of medicine is 
“shown to be false only in jts com-

No “Rule of Reason” for Harlan. 

The opinion of the court was 4n- 
mounced by Chief Justice White, who 
e@lso delivered the opinion of the court 
fn the Standard Oil case. The entire 
court agreed that the tobacco combi- 
mation violated the Sherman anti-trust 
Jaw, but Associate Justice Harlan dis- 
gented from the repeateq interpreta- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law 50 
as to call for the application of the 
“rule of reason” in determining what 
restraints of trade were forbidden ®y 
the act. In this respect the division 
of the court was the same as in the 


Standard Oil case. 

Justice Harlan also took issue with 
the rést of the court as to the re- 
Organization of the tobacco company, 
saying that he hag found nothing in 
the record which made him “‘at all 
anxious to perpetuate any new com- 
bination among these companies which 
the court concedes at all times ex- 
hibited a conscious wrong doing.” 

But “Rule of Reason” Stands. 

The court reiterated its determina- 
ion to follow the “rule of reason” in 
@etermining what restraints of trade 
violate the Sherman anti-trust law. 
_ Chief Justice White explained at 
length the decision of the court in 
the Standard Oil case, but did not 
qualify the reasoning in that case so 
as to harmonize it in any particular 
with the dissenting views expressed 
fm that case by Associate Justice Har- 
Jan and other critics of the decision. 

Tonight it is regardeg as settled that 
the “rule of reason” will prevail in 
the courts of the land and interpreta- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law 
until at least the personnel of the su- 
preme court greatly changes or the 
Sherman anti-trust law is amended, 

In reality, the decision was nothing 
Jess than a deliberate exemplification 
of the application of the ‘rule of rea- 
gon” to undisputed facts. From the 
gate of the organization of the first 
sombination the court found there was 
@ purpose to acquire dominion and 
eontrol of the tobacco trade, not by 
the mere exertion of the ordinary 
fright to contract and to trade, but by 
methods devised to monopolize the 
trade by driving competitors out of 
business. 

Carried Out Ruthilessly. 

This purpose was carried out ruth- 
fessly, according to the court, upon the 
assumption that to work upon the 
theory to play upon the cupidity of 
competitors would make success pos- 
sible.

“light of reason” was regarded by the 
court as violative of the law. 

On practically every point on which 
the government appealed from the de- 
cision of the lower court it scored a 
victory today. In the first place, James 
B. Duke and the twenty-eight other 
individual defendants were held to be 
parties to the unlawful combination 
instead of being freed from further re- 
sponsibility in the case as directed by 
the court below. 

Instead of dismissing the bill as to 
the Imperial Tobacco Company, the 
so-called British trust, and as to the 
British-American ToDacco Company, 
the creature of the two parent fobacco 
“trusts” these two corporations were 
held to be co-operators in the unlawful 
combination. So, too; was the United 
Cigar Stores Company, a retail organ- 
ization with stores throughout the 
country. 

Court Confessed Great Difficulties, 

The court confessed that great diffi- 
culties had been encountered in the 
consideration of the case because of 
the many new aspects of the Sherman 
anti-trust law which it presented. 

These difficulties extended to the 
preparation of a satisfactory decree. 
In this connection the court expressed 
itself as solicitous of procuring a rem- 
edy which would be complete and effi- 
cacious and yet result in as little in- 
jury as possible both to the public and 
the private interests involved. 

The court believed that, putting the 
matter in the hands of the lower court 
to work out a method of dissolution 
and re-creation with the understanding 
that unless the law was complied with 
the combination must retire from in- 
terstate commerce or go into the hands 
of a receiver, was the best solution 
of the problem. 

Unlike the Standard Of1 Company, 
which made no move today for a hear- 
ing, William E. Perkins, as counsel 
for the American Tobacco Company, 
asked the court after the announce- 
ment of the decision for leave to pre- 
sent a petition and to stay the issu- 
ance of the mandate for thirty days. 
The request was granted. Shortly aft- 
erward the court adjourned until next 
October.

The valedictory address at the Bas 
High school commencement will be de- 
livered by Joseph Harold McKerley, Jr.

White's opinion in the tobacco case may 
be grouped into three parts: First, he 
gave a detailed statement of the his- 
tory of the case and dwelt upon what 
he designated as the “undisputed 
facts." Next he took up the meaning 
of the Sherman anti-trust lew and its 
application to the case at bar, and 
lastly he considered the remedies to 
be applied. 

Sixty-five Corporate Defendants. 

At thé outset of his statement’ of 
facts he classified the sixty-five Amer- 
ican corporate defendants into three 
groups. 

The American Tobacco Company, be- 
cause of its “dominant relation to the 
controversy,”

VCUMypany were nemed as “acces- 
sory defendants.” The fifty-nine oth- 
er American corporations were de- 
nominate tne “subsidiary detend- 
ants.” The two English corporations, 
the Imperial Tobacco Company and the 
British-American Tobacco Company, 


;as well as the twenty-nine individual 


defendants, headed by James B. Duke, 
remained unclassified. 

The “undisputed ‘acts” in the case 
were divided by the chief justice into 
two periods, the one being from the 
time of the organization of the first, or 
old American Tobacco Company in 1890 
to the organization of the Continental 
Tobacco Company in 1898 and the oth- 
er being from the date of that organi- 
zation to the beginning of the case un- 
der review. 

Organization of Old Company. 

The chief justice dwelt at length up- 
on the organization of the old Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company, in January, 
1890, just before the Sherman anti- 
trust law was passed. He described the 
organization of the American Tobacco 
Company to carry on the business of 
five distinct concerns which, at the time 
were manufacturing 95 per cent of all 
the domestic cigarettes produced in the 
United States. Prior to the organiza- 
tion of this company, the chief justice 
said the five concerns had been en- 
gaged in “fierce and abnormal’ com- 
petition. 

He told with much detail how the 
American Tobacco Company expanded. 
By the end of 1891 he said the com- 
Pany had become a factor in all 
branches of the tobacco business. Spe- 
cific instances of contracts being enter- 
ed into to prevent persons who sold 
out to the American Tobacco Company 
from re-entering the tobacco business 
for ten to twenty years were cited. By 
the expansion proceeding, he said, the 
Amerigan Tobacco Company acquired, 
between 1891 and 1898, fifteen going 
tobacco concerns doing business in the 
states of Kentucky, Louisiana, Mary- 
land, Michigan, Missouri, New York, 
North Carolina and Virginia. 

The Continental Concern. 

The organization of the Continental 

Tobacco Company was next described. 


“There is no dispute,” says the chief 
justice, “that as early as 1893 the pres-., 
ident of the American Tobacco Com- 
pany, by authority of the corporation, 
approached leading manufacturers of 
plug tobacco and sought to bring about 
a combination of the plug tobacco in- 
terests, and upon failure to accomplish 
this, ruinous competition, by lowering 
the price of plug below its cost, ensued, 
As a result of this warfare, wnich con- 
tinued until 1898, the American To- 
bacco Company sustained severe losses, 
aggregating more than $4,000,000. The 
warfare produced its natural result, not 
only because the company acquired dur-; 
ing the last two years of the cam- 
paign, as we have stated, control of 
important plug tobacco concerns, but 
others engaged in that industry came 
to terms. We say this because in 1898, 
in connection with several leading plug, 
manufacturers, the American Tobacco 
Company organized a New Jersey cor- 
poration styled the Continental To- 
bacco Company for “trading and manu- 
facturing,” with a capital of $75,000,000, 
afterwards increased to $100,000,000.” 

The new company issued its’ stock 
the chief justice said, and took trans- 
fers to the plants, assets and business- 
es of five large and successful plug 
manufacturers. The American Tobac- 
co Company transferred to it its plug 
business and “Mr. Duke, the president 
of the American Tobacco Company 
also became president of the Continen- 
tal Company.’ > 

The Second Period. 


The second period, or that following 
the organization of the Continental To- 
bacco Company, was described next. Of 
these years, Chief Justice White said: 

“In the year 1899 and thereafter eith- 
er the American or Continental compa- 
nies, for cash or stock at an aggregate 
cost of fifty million dollars bought and 
closed up some thirty competing cor- 
porations and partnerships theretofore 
engaged in interstate and foreign com- 
merce as manufacturers, sellers, and 
distributors of tobacco and “related 
commodities, the interested parties cov- 
enanting not to engage in the busi- 
ness. Likewise the two corporations 
acquired for cash, by issuing stock and 
otherwise, control of many competing 
corporations, now going concerns, with 
plants in various states, Cuba and Por- 
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: to Rico, which manufactured, bought,

“Not only did the American and the 
Continental Tobaceo Companies con-. 
tinue to acquire other companies, but 
the chief justice referred to the other 
cOmpanies as acquiring still more com- 
panies. 

“It is of the utmost importance,” 


the acquisition made by the subsidiary 
corporations in some cases likewise 
show the remarkable fact statéd above, 
that is, the disbursement of enormous 
amounts of money to acquire plants 
which on being purchas were not 
utilized, but were immediately closed.” 

The chief justice described the or- 
ganization of the American Snuff Com- 
Pany at the end of an “aggressive 


tween the American Tobacco Company, 
with the force acquired from the vant- 
age ground resulting from the domi- 
nancy of its expanded organization,”’ 
and independents. 

Trust Gained Dominant Control. 

As @ result, he said, the American 
Tobacco Company came virtually to 
have the dominant control as a manu- 
facturer of that product. 

The organization of the Conley Foil 
Company, manufacturers of tin foil, an 
essential for packing tobacco prod- 
ucts; the American Cigar Company; 
MacAndrews & Forbes Company, 
manufacturers of licorice, another es- 
sential ingredient in the manufac- 
ture of tobacco, and the American 
Stogie Company were considered at 
length. 

Finally he came down to the merger 
in 1904 of the old American Tobacco 
Company, the Continental Tobacco 
Company and the Consolidated Tobac- 
co Company into the new American To- 
bacco Company. Through the method 
of distribution of the stock of the 
new company, the chief justice said 
that J. B. Duke, Thomas F. Ryan, Wil- 
liam <, Whitney, Anthony N. Brady, 
PeterOA. B. Widener and Oliver H. 
Payne were able to continue the con- 
trol in the new company that they 


A few words were sald concerning 
the trade war between the big British 
Tobacco Company, the Imperial, and 
the American Tobacco Company and 
finally the organization by these two 
companies of the British-American To- 
bacco Company to carry on a tobacco 
business outside of England and the 
United States. 

Applying Anti-Trust Law. 

In taking up the construction and 
application of‘the Sherman anti-trust 
law, Chief Justice White said that if 
the law was applicable to the entire sit- 
uation presented in the tobacco case, 
and was adequate to afford relief, “it 
can only be because that law will be 
given a more comprehensive application 
than has been affixed to it in any pre- 
vious decision. 

Questions ‘not hitherto considered by 
the court were included in the case at 
bar. In this connection the chief jus- 
tice said: 

“Thus, even if the ownership of stock. 
by the American Tobacco Company in 
the accessory and subsidiary companies 
and the ownership of stock in any of 
those companies among themselves 
were held, as was decided in the Stand- 
ard Oil Company case, to be a violation 
of the act and all relations resulting 
from such stock ownership were, there- 
fore, set aside, the question would yet 


the American Tobacco Company and the 
five accessory defendants, even when 
divested of their stock ownership in 
by virtue of the 
power which they would continue to 
possess, even although thus stripped, 
would ambunt to a violation of both 
the first and second sections of the act. 

“Again, if it were held that the cor- 
porations, the existence whereof was 
due to a combination between such 
companies and other companies was a 
violation of the act, the question would 
remain whether such of the companies 
as did not owe their existence and pow- 
er to combinations, but whose power 
alone arose from the exercise of -the> 
right to acquire and own property, 
would be amenable to the prohibitions 
of the act. Yet further: Even if this 
proposition was held in the affirmative 
the question would remain whether the 
principal defendant, the American To- 
bacco Company, when stripped of its 
stock ownership, would be in and of it- 
self within the prohfbitions of the act, 
although that company was organized 
and took being before the anti-trust 
act was passed. 

“Still further, the question would 
yet remain whether particular corpora- 
tions which, when bereft of the power 
which they possessed as resulting from 
stock ownership, although they were 
not inherently possessed of a suffi- 
cient residuum of power to cause them 
to be in and of themselves either re- 
straint of trade or a monopolization or 
an attempt to monopolize, should nev- 
ertheless restrained because of their 
ultimate connection and association 
with other corporations found to be 
within the prohibitions of the act.” 

“Rule of Reason” Defended. 

The necessity of relief for so Many 
aspects, the chief justice said, evi- 
dently had led the government to re- 
sort to methods of construction which 
were incompatible, and at the same 
time the defendants had not been able 
to do much better with the situation. 
The difficulties which arose, accord- 
ing to the chief justice, grew out of 
a plain misconception of both the let- 
ter and spirit of the anti-trust act. 
He added that the obscurity and re- 
sulting uncertainty which had en- 
shrouded the Sherman anti-trust act 
had been removed by the consideration 
the court had given the law in the 
Standard Oil case recently decided. 
The chief justice then launched forth 
into a defense of the “rule of reason 
law,’ as laid down by the court in the 
Standard Oil case. He said: 

“In that case it was held, without 
departing from any previous decision 
of the court, that as the statute has 
not defined the words ‘restraint of 
trade,’ it became necessary to construe 
those words, a duty which coukd only 
be discharged by a resort to reason. 
We say the doctrine thus stated was 
in ‘accord with all the previous de- 
cisions of this court, despite the fact 
that the contrary view was some- 
times, erroneously attributed to some 
of the expressions used in two prior 
decisions (the trans-Missouri Freight 
Association and joint traffic cases). 
That such view was a mistaken one 
was fully pointed out in the Standard 
Oil case, and is additionally shown by 
& passage in the opinion in the joint 
traffic case as follows: 

“*The act of congress must have a 
reasonable construction or. else there 
would scarcely be an agreement or 
contract among business men that 
could not be said to have, indirectly 
or remotely, some bearing on interstate 
commerce and possibly to restrain-it.’ 

Applying “Rule of Reason.” 

“Applying the rule of reason to the 
construction of the statute, it was held 
in the Standard Oil case that as the 
words, ‘restraint of trade,’ at common 
law and in the laws of this country 
at the time of the adoption of the 
anti-trust act only embraced acts or 
contracts or agreements or, combina- 
tions which operat to the. préjudic 
of the public inter by und re- 

competition or unduly o 


b- 
of trade, or 


general character of the term ‘restraint 
of trade,’ required that the words ‘re- 
Straint of trade’ should be given a 
meaning which would not-destroy the 
individual right to contract and ren- 
der difficult, if mot impossible, any 
movement_of trade in the channels of 
interstate commerce—the free move- 
ment of which it was the purpose of 
the statute to protect. 

“The soundness of the rule that the 
statute should receive a reasonable 
construction after further mature de- 
liberation, we see no reason to doubt. 
Indeed, the necessity for not depart- 
ing in this case from the standard of 
the rule of reason, which is universal 
in its application, is so plainly requir- 
ed in order to give effect to the reme- 
dial purposes: which the act under con- 
sideration contemplates, and to prevent 
that act from destroying all liberty of 
eontract and all substantial right to 
trade, and thus causing the act to be 
at war with itself by annfhilating the 
fundamental right of freedom to trade 
which, on the very face of the act, it 
was enacted to preserve, is illustrated 
by the record before us. 


Narrow Construction Opposed. 


“In truth, the plain demonstration 
which this record gives of the injury 
which would arise from, and the pro- 
motion of the wrongs which the stat- 
ute was intended to guard against 
which would result from giving to the 
statute a narrow, unreasoning and un- 
heard-of construction, as illustrated by 
the record before us, if possible serves 
to strengthen our conviction as 
to the correctness of the rule of 
construction, the rule of reason, which 
was applied in the Standard Oil case, 
the application of which rule to thé 
statute we now, in the most unequivo- 
cal terms, re-express and «reaffirm. 

“When it came to an application of 
the law ag laid down in the Standard 
Oil case to the tobacco case all the 


difficulties suggested by the mere form, 


in which the assailed transactions 
were clothed, became of no moment.” 

This was because, he said, the Stand- 
ard Oil decision held that “every con- 
ceivable act which would . possibly 
come within the spirit or purpose of 
the prohibition og the law without 
regard to the garb in which such acts 
were clothed” were embraced in the 
law. 

The court next took up the problem 
of determining whether the acts, con- 
tracts, combinations, etc., complained 
of were of such “an unusual and 
wrongful character as to bring them 
within the prohibitions of the law.” 

As to Wrengful Acta. 

On this point the chief justice said: 

“The history of the combination is 
so replete with the doing of acts 
which it was the obvious purpose of 
the statute to forbid, so demonstra- 
tive of the existence from the begin- 
ning, of a purpose to acquire dominion 
and control of the tobacco trade, not 
by the mere exertion of the ordinary 
right to contract and to trade, but by 
methods devised in order to monopolize 
the trade by driving competitors out 
of business, which were ruthlessly 
carried out upon the assumption tha 
the work upon the fears or play upon 
the cupidity of competitors would 
make success possible. 

“We say these conclusions are in- 
evitable, not because of the vast 
amount of the property aggregated by 
the combination, not because alone of 
the many corporations which the proof 
shows were united by resort to one 
device or another. 

“Again not alone because of the do- 
minion and control over the tobacco 
trade which actually exists. but be- 
cause we think the conclusion of 
wrongful purpose and illegal combi- 
nation is overwhelmingly established 
by the following considerations: 

“A——-By the fact that the very first 
organization or combination was im- 
pelled by a previously existing fierce 
trade war, evidently inspired by one 
or more of the minds which brought 
about and became parties to that com- 
bination. 


Monopoly Was Sought. 


“B—Because immediately after that 
combination and the increase of capi- 
tal which followed, the acts which en- 
sued justify the inference that the in- 
tention existed to use the power of the 
combination as a vantage ground to 
further monopolize the trade in tobac- 
co by means of trade conflicts de- 
signed to injure Others, either by 
driving competitors out of the busi- 
ness or compellin them to become 
parties to a comDination—a purpose 
whose execution was illustrated by 
the plug war.which ensued and its 
results, and by the conflict which im- 
mediately followed the entry of the 
combination in England and the divis- 
ion of the world’s business by the two 
foreign contracts which ensued. 

“C—By the ever present manifesta- 
tion which is exhibiteg of a conscious 
wrong-doing by the form in which the 
various transactions were embodied 
from the beginning, ever-changing, 
but ever in substance the same. The 
organization of a new company, now 
the control exerted by the taking: of 
stock in one or another, or in several, 
60 as to obscure the result actually at- 
tained, nevertheless uniform, In their 
manifestations of the purpose/ of re- 
strain others and to monopolize and 
retain power in the hands of the few 
who, it would seem from the begin- 
ning, contemplated the mastery of the 
trade which practically followed. 


Buying Plants te Close Them. 


“D——By the gradual absorption of 
control over all the elements essential 
to the successful manufacture of to- 
bacco products, and placing such con- 
trol in the hands of seemingly inde- 
pendent corporations, serving as per- 
petual barriers to the entry of others 
into the tobacco trade. 

“E—By persistent expenditure of 
millions upon millions of dollars in 
buying out plants, not for the purpose 
of utilizing them, but in order to close 
them up and render them useless for 
the purposes of trade. 

“F—By the constantly recurring 
stipulation®B, whose legality. isolatedly 
viewed, we are not considering, by 
which numbers of persons, whether 
manufacturers, stockholders or em- 
ployees, were required to bind them- 
selves, generally for long periods, not 
to compete in the future. 

“Indeed, when the results of the un- 
disputed proof which we have stated 
are fully apprehended, and the wrong- 
ful acts which they exhibit are con- 
sidered, there comes inevitably to the 
mind the conviction that it was the 
danger which it was deemed would 
arise to individual liberty and the pub- 
lic wellbeing from acts like those 
which the record exhibits which 
the legislative mind to conceive and to 
enact the anti-trust act.”’

Lastly, the chief justice took up a 


consideration of the remedy to be ap- 
plied. 


The chief justice declared the relief | 


must be wider than that awarded by 
the lower court. The circuit court, he 
said, had merely decided that certain 
of the corporate defendants consti- 
tuted combinations in violation of the 
first section of the Sherman law be- 
cause they were formed by the union 
of previously competing concerns. 

In arriving at the proper relief the 
court said it had been guided by three 
dominant influences. The first of 
these was described as “the duty of 
giving complete and efficacious effect 
to the prohibitions of the statute.” 

The second was described as the duty 
of “accomplishing this result with as 
little injury as possible to the gene 
public. The third was spoken of as “a 
proper regard for the vast interests 
of private property, which may have 
become vested in many persons 
out guilty knowledge or intent to be- 
come participants in the wrongs which 
we find to have inspired and domi- 
nated the combination from the begin- 


the ‘combination in another part would 
afford no adequate ‘measure of relief, 
since different ingredients of the a - 
binations would remain unaffected and 
by the very nature and character of 
their organizations..would be able to 
continue the wrongful! situation. 

Another reason was because- the 
methods of apparent Ownership by 
which the wrongful intent ‘was; in part, 
carried out and the subtle devices used 
to accomplish the wrong contemplated, 
was of such character that it was prob- 
ably impossible to restore the prior 
lawful conditions. 

A third reason was that “the meth- 
ods devised by which the various es- 
sential elements to the successful oper- 
ation of the tobacco business for any 
particular aspect have been so separat- 
ed under various subordinate combina- 
tions, yet so unified by way of the con- 
(trol worked out by the scheme here 
condemned, are so involved that any 
specific form of relief which we might 
now order in substance and effect 
might operate really to injure the pub- 
lic and it may be to perpetuate a 
wrong.” 

Two General Remedies, 

Two general remedies, Chief Justice 
White said, might be resorted to. The 
first of these he described as the allow- 
ance of a permanent injunction re- 
straining the combination from contin- 
uing to engage in interstate commerce 
until the illegal,situation be cured. The 
second he had in mind was the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. The chief justice 
said the court did not think it could 
“now” direct the immediate applica- 
tion of either of these remedies. 

“We so consider as to the first,” he 
added, “because in view of the extent 
of the combination, the vast field 
which it covers, the all-embracing 
character of its activities concerning 
tobacco anud its products, to at once 
stay the movement in interstate com- 
merce of the products which the com- 
bination or its ‘co-operating forces 
produce or control might inflict infi- 
nite injury upon the public by leading 
to a stoppage of supply and a great 
enhancement of prices. The second 
because the extensive power which 
would result from resorting to a re- 
ceivership might onfy do grievous in- 
jury to the public, but also cause wide- 
spread and perhaps irreparable loss to 
many innocent people.” 

Text of the Decree. 

At last he said the decree should be 
as follows: 

“7. That the combination in and of 
itself as well as each and all of the 
elements composing it, whether cor- 
porate or individuals, whether consid- 
ered collectively or separately, be de- 
creed to be in restraint of trade, and 
an attempt to monopolize and a mo- 


f| nopolization within the first and sec- 


ond sections of the dhti-trust law. 

“8 That the court below in order 
to give effective force to our decree In 
this regard, be directed to hear the 
parties, by evidence or otherwise, as 
it may be deemed proper, for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining and determining 
upon some plan or method of dissolv- 
ing the combination and of re-creating 
out of the elements now composing it, 
a new condition which shall be honest- 
ly harmony with and not repugnant 
to the lew. 

“3. THat for the accomplishment’ of 
these purposes, taking in view the 
difficulty of the situation, a period of 
six months'is allowed from the recelpt 
of our mandate with leave, however, 
in the event, in the judgment of the 
court below, the necessities of the sit- 
uation require, to extend such period 
to a further time not to exceed sixty 
days. 

“4. That in the event, before the ex- 
piration of the period thus fixed, a 
condition of disintegration in harmony 
with the law is not brought about 
either as the consequence of the action 
of thé court in mye 3 ay issue 
of the subject or in accepting a plan 
agreed upon, it sMall be the duty of 
the court, either by way of an. injunc- 
tion restraining the movement of the 
products of the combination in the 
channels of interstate or foreign com- 
merce or by the appointment of @ re- 
ceiver to give effect to the require- 
ments of the state. 


Matter Left te Court Below. 


“Pending the bringing about of the 
result, just stated, each and all of the 
defendants, individuals as well as cor- 
porations, should be restrained from 
doing any act which might further ex- 
tend or enlarge the power of the com- 
bination by any means or device -what- 
soever. In view of the considerations 
we Tiave stated, we leave the matter 
to the court below to work out a com- 
pliance with the law without unneces- 
sary injurt to the public or the rights 
of private property. 

“While in many substantial respects 
our conclusion is in a rd with that 
reached by the court bel®w, and while 
also the relief whith we think should 
be awarded in some respects is coinci- 
dent with that which the court grant- 
ed, in order to prevent any complica- 
tions and to clearly define the situa- 
tion, we think. instead of affirming 
and modffying our decree in view of 
the broad nature of our conclusions, 
should be one of reversal and remand- 
ing, the costs in this court to be borne 
by the defendants below, with direc- 
tions to the eourt below to enter a 
decree in conformity with this opin- 
ion and to take such further steps as 
may be necessary to fully carry out 
the directions which we have given. 

“And it is so ordered.”

‘lyzes the Decision in Case. 


Washington, May 29.—A statement 
from Attorney General Wickersham 
tonight characterizes the supreme 
court’s opinion in the tobacco case as 
a complete victory for the government. 

“It is searcely to be conceived,» 
Says the attorney general, “that any 
more comprehensive and effective ap- 
plication of the statute to this vast 
combination could possibly have been 
decreed.” 

What Wickersham Says. 

The statement says: 


“The decision in the tobacco case 
in the most comprehensive and sweep- 
ing Manner sustains the position 
taken by the government with respect 
to the decree below. It reviews the 
action of thé circuit court in dismiss- 
ing from the bill the individual de- 
fendants, the British-American Tobac- 
co Company, Limited; the Imperial To- 
bacco Company, Limited. and the 
United Cigar Stores Company, holding 
that they are all parties to the unlaw- 
ful combination which is condemned 
by. oon decree.

The House by One Vote Fails 
to Pass the Bill Over the 
Veto---Gilchrist Says the Bul 
Is Defective and Would Not 
Stand the Test of the Courts. 


Tallahassee, Fla., May 29.—Governor 
Gilchrist’s veto of the Angle bill abol- 
ishing the convict lease system was 
read in the house this afternoon. By 
one vote the house failed to pass the 
bill over. the governor's veto. 

The governor says the bill is badly 


drawn and intimates it is a c@épy of 


some other state’s law. Constitu- 
tionally, therefore, he says, it would 
The bill fails to 
say, the governor alleges, as required 
by the Florida constitution, that pris- 
oners working on roads shall be con- 
sidered as serving at harg labor in the 
penitentiary. If the bill became a 
law, the governor alleges, the result 
would be a bonanza for-the lawyers, 
as they could get a prisoner released 
on habeas corpus proceedings. 

Governor Gilchrist says he desires to 
get rid of the lease system, but that 
the state is not ready for ft. He says 
the -present law is better than the one 
suggested which allows the prisoners 
to be carrieq around the country like 
animals-in a menagerie, as is done in 
Some states. 

To do away with the system at the 
present time, the governor alleges, 
would also require an additional two 
mill tax. 

In conclusion, says the governor, if 
the bill were ever so meritorioys, the 
defective title would make it inopera- 
tive. 

Several days ago the governor 
pointed out that the measure which 
was then under consideration would 
leave @ more unsatisfactory condition 
than obtains now, as no provision is 
made for the housing, feeding and car- 
ing for the prisoners when they are 
taken from the stockades of the pres- 
ent lessees, and sent to work on the 
state roads. 


“We don't want power brought down 
to the fourth district from Tallulah 
Falls, gotten by destroying much of 
the scenic beauty of that famed spot, 
but we do want the water powers right 
at our doors developed for the use of 
our mills and factories... That “is.what 
we were promised wnen the company 
sought authority to dam up the stream, 
and if they do not begin this dam work 
soon, I will take the matter up with 
the war department! and see if their 
authority cannot be revoked. 

“The Bull Sluice dam and the dam 
of the North Georgia Power Company 


‘at Gainesville were built without the 


proper authority of congress. But we 
are net now objecting to that. All we 
ask is that the company owning the 
shoals near Franklin shall begin work 
to develop that power. If they are not 
able to develop this power, they, ought 
to put the property on the market, and 
not block its development by someone 
else.”

(William ®. Rossitter, in the May Atlantic.) 

There should be in each department an im- 
portant official who can best be described as a 
permanent under-secretary. This man should be 
selected with as much care ase would be the 
manager of the United States Stel Company. He 
should receiv® liberal compensation, commensu- 
rate with the responsibilities of supervising the 
expenditure of many million dollars annually for 
clerical labor and stpplies. He should be 
charged solely with administration, and be cap- 
able of inspiring confidence and enthusiasm. He 
should have submitted to him from each bureau, 
a careful system of cost-accounting, by which he 
may determine the cost of operations and of each 
class of labor. He should be in constant con- 
ference with subordinate officials in the different 
bureaus and offices, concerning the character of 
clerical help.

Colleagues in Tobacco Case 


He Criticises Court for Sending 
Case Back to Lower Court. 
Also Accuses Court of Judi- 
cial Legislation, and Says It 
Has Again Reversed Itself. 


Washington, May 29.—Associate Jus- 

tice Harlan delivered a vigorous dissent 
‘today to part of the decision of the su- 
preme court of the United States - 
the tobacco case, although he agreed 
that the American Tobacco Company 
and its accessory and subsidiary cor-| 
porations, were members of an unlaw- 
ful combination in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 
' His dissent, as expressed from the 
bench, centered around two points. 
First, he took issue with the court for 
sending the case back to the lower 
court. ; 


“IT have found nothing in the record,” 
he said, “which makes me at all anx- 
ious to perpetuate any new combination 
among these companie8S which the court 
concedes had at all times exhibited a 
conscious wrong doing.” 


In the second place, he reiterated the 
objections he expressed in the Standard 
Oil decision of two weeks ago to the 
adoption of the “rule of reason” as a 
standard for asdertaining what re- 
straints of trade violate the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 

Pooints Made By Harlan. 

These points were made by Justice 

Harlan in dissenting from the bench: 


“TI concur with some things said in 
the opinion just deliverea. for the 
court, but some observations are made 
in the opinion from which I am com- 
pelled to withhold my assent. What I 
have now to say Must necessarily be 
oral, for the court's Opinion was not 
delivered to me until late Saturday 
evening, and it has been ‘impossible 
for me, since then, to put in writing 
the views which I deem it necessary to 
express. I do not refer to this by way 
of complaint, for the delay in deliver- 
ing to me,a copy of the opinion of the 
court has no doubt been unavoidable. 
I will hereafter prepare and file a 
written opinion expressing my views 
fully. 

“T agree with the court in holding 
that the principal defendant, the Amer- 
ican Tobacco Company, and its acces- 
sory and subsidiary corporations and 
companies, including the defendant 
English corporationg are co-operators 
in a combination, illegal under the 
anti-trust act of 1890, and should. be 
decreed to be in restraint of interstate 
trade. 

“The evidence in the record is, I 
think, abundant te enable the court to 
render a decree containing all neces- 
sary details that will effectually sup- 
press the evils of the combination in 
question. But the court sends the 
case back with directions to further 
hear the parties so as to ascertain 
whether a new condition cannot be re- 
created in harmony with the law. I 
have found nothing in the record 
which makes me at all anxious to per- 
petuate any new combination among 
these companies. 


Harlan Quetes Court’s Biting Words. 


“The court says, ‘The history of the 
combination is so replete with the do- 
ing of acts which it was the obvigeus 
purpose of the statute to forbid, so 
demonstrative of the existence from 
the beginning of a purpose to acquire 
dominion and control of the tobacco 
trade, but Dy methods devised in order 
to monopolize: the trade by driving 
competitors out of business, which 
were ruthlessly carried out upon the 
assumption that to work wpon the 
fears or play upon the cupidity of com- 
petitors would make success possible.’ 
I will say now that in my opinion the 
decree below should be affirmed as to 
the tobacco company and its accessory 
and subsidiary companies, and reversed 
on the cross appeal of the government. 

“But my objections have particular 
reference to those parts of the court’s 
opinion whieh reaffirms what it said 
recently in the Standard Oil case about 
the former decisions of this court 
touching the anti-trust act. We are 
reminded again, as we were in the 
Standard Ojl case, of the necessity to 
apply the ‘rule of reason’ in the con- 
struction of the act of congress, which 
is, I think, expressed in language so 
clear and simple that there is no room 
whatever for misconstruction. Con- 
gress, with full and exclusive power 
over the whole subject, has signified 
its purpose toforbid every restraint of 
interstate trade in whatever form, or 
to whatever extent, but the court has 
assumed to insert in the act, by con- 
struction merely, words which makes 
congress say that it means only to 
| prohibit ‘undue’ restraint of trade. 


| Court Surprises the Court. 


| ‘If I do not misapprehend the. opinion 
just delivered, the court says that what 
was said in the opinion in the Stand- 
,ard Oil case was in accordance with 
our previous decisions in the trans- 
Missouri and joint traffic cases, if we 
‘resort to reason.’ This statement sur- 
prises me quite as much as would a 
statement that black was white or 
white was" black. 

“Tt is scarcely just for the court at 
this late day to say or intimate that 
Justice Peckham and iihis colleagues 
who agreed with him interpreted the 
act of congress without regard to the 
‘rule of reason,’ Or to assume that the 
act as, for the first time in the 
Standard Oil case, interpreted in the 
‘light of reason." The ‘rule of reason,’ 
I am sure. does not justify the per- 
version of the plain words of an act 6f 
congress in oftier to defeat the will of 
congress. 

“By every conceivable form of ex- 
pression Justice Peckham and his as- 
sociates in the trans-Missour! and joint 
traffic cases said that the act of con- 
gress did not allow restraint of in- 
terstate trade to any extent or in any 
form, and three times distinctly re- 
jected the theory persistently ad- 
vanced that the act should be con- 
strued as if it had in it the word ‘un- 
reasonable’ or ‘undue.’ 


Accuses Court of Amending Law.

Three resignattons 
have occurred since, Miss Emily Harri- 
son, of Atlanta; Miss Mamie Creswell 
and Miss Mitchell. They have resigned 
presumably on account of the failure 
of Miss Parish’s re-election. They do 
not so state in their written notice. 
Miss Parish had notice of the action of

In short, the court 
now, by judicial legislation in effect, 
amends an act of congress, relating to 
a subject over which that department 
of the government has exclusive cog- 
nizance. Without intending, in. the 
slightest degree, to underrate the abil- 
ity of my brethren, I beg to_ say that, 
in my judgment, Justice Peckham and 
his fssociates in the former cases 
were guided by the ‘rule of reason,’ 
and knew quite as well as others what 
the rules of reason required when the 
court sought to ascertain the will of 
congress. 

“They did not grope about in dark- 
ness, but in discharging 
duty put on them by the constitution, 
they stood out, with minds unmysti- 
fied, in the fus glare of the ‘light of 
reason,’ and felt and said time and 
again that the court could not, and 
ought not, .under the constitution, 
usurp the functions of congress “by 
indulging in judicial legislation. 


Judicial Legisiation. _ 

“They said that to insert by construc- 
tion the word ‘unreasonable’ or ‘undue’ 
in the act of congress would be judi-‘ 
cial legislation. Let me say also that 
we all agree that the combination in 
question was Illlegal under any con- 
struction of the anti-trust act, whether 
it contained a prohibition of interstate 
trade that was due or undue, or the 
word reasonable or unreasonable, there 
was not the slightest necessity to enter 
upon an argument to show that the 
act of congress was to read as if it 
contained the word ‘unreasonable’ or 
‘undue.’ All that the court says on 
the subject, I submit obiter dicta, pure 
and simple. 

“These views are fully discussed in 
the opinion delivered by mein 
the tSandard case, andIé§ will 
not repeat what is therein stated, but 
simply refer to that opinion as contain-* 
ing a full statement of my views of 
this particular question.

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Washington, May 29.—The Ameri- 
can tobacco corporations were made 
the target of the second big “trust” 
prosecution of recent years. The 
first was the Standard Oil. Be- 
cause the testimony taken in the to- 
bacco case was not so extensive as 
that in the Standard Oil, the two cases 
were before the supreme court for 
consideration at the same time. 

The attempt of the government to 
dissolve the tobacco corporation as vio- 
lating the Sherman anti-trust law took 
shape in 1907; In that year a petition 


was filed in the United States circuit 
court at New York. .The government 


asked that the American Tobacco Com- 
pany, its officers, directors and affil- 
lated corporations, be prevented and 
enjoined from restraining and monopo- 
lizing commerce in tobacco. 

The restraints and the monopolies 
alleged by the government, were said 


“Ito have been obtained by an intricate 


system of corporate organizations. It 
began in 1890, when the first American 
Tobacco Company was organized. The 
new company took over the business 
of fiveindependent cigarette concerns. 
In 1898, the Continental Tobacco 
Company was incorporated to take 
over the plug tobacco business of the 
American Tobacco Company and that 
of five independent plug manufac- 
turers. 
In 1900,

the American Snuff Tobacco 
incorporated to take 


Ylover the snuff business of the Ameri- 


can Tobacco Company, of the Conti- 
nental Tobacco Company and of. the 
other independent manufacturers.

In 19038, the American Stogie Com- 
pany was incorporated to take over the 
stogie business of the American Cigar 
Company, the American Tobacco Com- 
pany and the Continental Tobacco 
Company. 

In 1904, the American Tobacco Com- 
pany, the Continental Tobacco Com- 
pany and the Consolidated Tobacco 
Company were merged into the present 
American Tobacco Company. 

Claims of the Government, 


The government claimed that all 
these organizations were created with 
the definite purpose to destroy com- 
petition, and that they accomplished 
that purpose. Each step was attack- 
ed as a part of an unlawful plan, whose 
development and progress was ad- 
vanced, it was charged, by duress, op- 
pression and unfair methods intended 
to drive out’ and keep out competitors 
and secure monopolies. : 
The defendants claimed that nothing 
was to be found in the organization 
of these corporations but the orderly, 
natural and legitimate development of 
a great business. They said the ac- 
quisitions had been proper and that 
no intent to restrain trade or monop- 
olize trade had prompted the creation 
of corporations. 
In addition, it was charged that the 
American Tobacco Company acquired 
control of the United Cigar Stores 
mpany, which conducts retail. stores 
large cities, and thereby was seek- 
ing domination in the retail business, 
an avenue absolutely necessary to ef- 
fective competition.

PHILIPPINESSLANDS

MADERO WILL LEAVE FRIDAY 

FOR THE CAPITAL OF MEXICO 

Juarez, Mexico, May 29.—Francisco L 
Madero, Jr., announced tonight that he 
would leave for Mexico City on Friday 
morning, and would go via Eagle Pass, 
speaking in the most important cities 
en route in an effort to pacify the peo- 
ple. 

He will travel on the regular train 
from here to Eagle Pass, but will take 
a special train from ©. P. Diaz, which 
Senor Madero and all his supporters 
now call Piedras Negras, the name it 
had before General Diaz became presi- 
dent. 

Besides the members of his family, 
his staff and a corps of newspaper 
men from Mexico and the United 
States, Senor Madero will be accom- 
panied by about 100 soldiers. 

The government will assist in the 
precautions taken for the safety of 
the party, especially at C. P. Diaz, 
where the anti-Madero plot, revealed 
in the arrest: of deVilliers and Dunn 
yesterday, is believed to have been 
hatched.

For Portait of Justice Day, 


But the Artist Who Painted the 
Portrait Got Only $850---The 
Voucher Shows Uncle Sam Is 
Out $2,450---Probers Want to 
Know Who Got the $1,600. 


Washington, May 29.—Albert Rosen- 
thal, a Philadelphia portrait painter, 
today startled the house committee in- 
vestigating expenditures in the state 
department by the charge that he was 
paid only $850 for a. portrait of Asso- 
ciate Justice William R. Day, former 
secretary of state, while the state de- 
partment records contain a voucher 
and receipt indicating that he was paid 
$2,450. 

He Signed Blank Voucher. 

Rosenthal said he painted the Day 
portrait in 1904, having an under- 
standing with Mr. Day that he was to 
receive $850 for it. After the delivery 
of the portrait, he testified, William H. 
Michael, then chief clerk of the de- 
partment and now consul general at 
Calcutta, sent to him a blank state 
department voucher which, at Michael's 
request, he signed. He then received a 
check for $860. * 

“I think it was Michael’s personal 
check,” said Mr. Rosenthal. 

Rosenthal testified that he later 
painted a portrait of ex-Secretary Hay, 
but it was refused by the government. 
He said he was told by Charles Denby, 
now consul general at Vienna, who 
had succeeded Michael as chief clerk, 
that his prices were exorbitant. 

Denby Showed Voucher. 

Mr. Denby exhibited the voucher for 
2,450 alleged to have been paid for 
the Day portrait, which brought out 
the fact that the price paid was only 
$850. 

“The $850 was. alll received,” Rosen- 
thal said he told Denby. ‘I afterwards 
told Justice Day of the circumstances, 
but never heard anything more of the 
matter.” 

Upon hearing this statement Chair- 
man Hamlin, of the state. department 
committee, adjourned the meeting and 
sent a summons to Thomas Morrison, 
file clerk of the state department, to 
appear before the committee with the 
vouchers. ' 

It was said at the state department

The new route will be the shortest 
practical highway from Tallahassee to 
Atlanta, and will run through Bain- 
bridge, Colquitt, Arlington, Cuthbert, 
Richland, Columbus and thence to At- 
lanta. It will shorten the distance 
from Tallahassee to Atlanta by about 
85 miles, and will traverse the very 
best farming section of Georgia. 

To Arlington, the metropolis of Cal- 
houn county, and the most progres- 
sive little city in southwest Georgia, 
belongs the honor of being the first to 
promote the enterprise. Realizing the 
necessity for the shortest possible ruote, 
as well-as a good public highway to 
Georgia’s capital city and the metropo- 
lis of Dixie, the enterprising citizen- 
ship of Arlington instigated the idea 
of an interstate highway from state 
capital to state capital. 

The success of the undertaking is 
assured from the beginning, as all the 
cities and smaller towns along the pro- 
posed route have taken the matter un- 
der advisement, and Monday morning 
early the scout cars left Arlington for 
Tallahassee, and many more ~ will 
join the party at Kestler, Colquitt and 
Bainbridge 

It is the object of the promoters to 
build the very best road in the state of 
Georgia. 

Scouts at Colquitt. 

Colquitt, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)— 
The scouting party arrived. in Colquitt 
today at 1:30 o’clock headed by Dr. W. 
E. Saunders and Mayor E. K. Rainey, 
of Arlington, for the purpose of gath- 
ering information and fostering en- 
thusiasm on the proposition for a 
highway from Columps to Tallahas- 
see. 

The proposition is being met with 
the heartiest ovation all along the line 
and is far enough advanceg at present 
to begin action and definite work 
toward the completion of the project. 

The highway in question traverses 
practically the old stage coach line 
which was used before the vivil war 
and is logically the most practical 
route that can possibly be had be- 
tween Columbus and Tallahassee. A 
laten extension is proposed from Co- 
lumbBus to Atlanta, which will then 
connect the capital of Georgia with 
the capital of Florida.

Washington, May 29.—Germany today 
expressed her willingness to enter into 
negotiations with the United States for 
a general arbitration treaty along the 
lines Iaid down by: Secretary of State 
Knox in the tative draft of this 
government's Wee now in the 
hands of Great Britain and France. 
Count von Bernstorff, the German 4m- 
bassador at Washington, conveyed this 
information to Secretary Knox and 
askéd for a copy of the basic proposi- 
tion of the United States. 

Taft Is Gratified, 

The advent of Germany into the ef- 
fort to expand the principle of general 
arbitration was most gratifying to the 
American administration. The state 
cepartment was particularly anxious to 
dissipate any impression that the 
treaty was in the nature of an alliance 
with any one power. 

The entrance of Germany brings four 
great powers into the negotiations for 
international peace, and it is believed 
by officials here that a great diplo- 
matic accomplishment is not far dis-

Paris likes to tell us that the shirt- 
waist, or separate blouse, as it should 
be—but isn’t—called, is purely an 
American invention.

BURNED AT STAKE 
BY MEXIC BANDITS 


American Meets Awful Death 
for Refusing to Yield 
His Money. 


San Francisco, May 29.—Refusing to 
comply with demands for money by a 
band of bandits at Ajune, Micheacan, 
Robert J. Sweasey, an Americah, super- 
intendent of the Central railroad of 
Micheacan, was burned at the stake on 
May 16, according to the story of 
Joseph Hansfelder, one of the refugees 
who arrived here yesterday on the 
steamer Newport, from Manzanillo. 

Hansfelder says that the bandits had 
made demands for money of every 
American in the Mstrict. Some com- 
plied, but Sweasey refused to pay. 
Hansfelder declares he made his way 
to Sweasey’s house, 3 miles distant 
from his own home, on May 16, and 
found the house burned to the ground 
and Sweasey’s body lashed to a post 
in the midst of the burning embers. 

Mrs. Sweasey had disappeared, and 
is believed to have been taken prisoner 
by bandits and held for ransom. 

Fearing his own house would be at- 
tacked, Hansfelder, with his family, 
made his way to Manzanillo and took 
passage for the United States. Sweasey 
is believed by Hansfelder to have been 
a former resident of San Diego.

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Hours of Service Law For. Em- 
‘ployees Declared Vaid 


United States Supreme Court, | 


| in Unanimous Decision, Up- 


holds the Law---Test Suit In- 
stituted by the Baltimore and 
Qhio Railroad. 


Washington, May 29.—The “hours of 
service law for railroad employees” 
passed by congress in 1907, was up- 
held today as comstitutional by the su- 
preme court of the United States. This 
decision was announced by Justice 
Hughes in the test case instituted by 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Come 
pany. The decision of the court was 
unanimous. 

Justice Hughes said that the words 
of the statute were plain that only 
persons engaged in = interstate come 
merce and interstate carriers were af- 
fected by the statute. In this particue 
lar, he said, it differed from the ems 
ployers’ Hability law of 1906. 

Because the interstate employees 
sometimes engage in intrastate busi- 
ness did not defeat the law, he added. 

As to the authority of the interstate 
commerce commission to issue the or- 
der putting the law into ffect, the 
justice said that the entire question 
of authority had been settled by legis- 
lation in 1910. The justice found no 
other objection to the order or to the 
law itself.

~ San Francisco, May 29.—Three bodies 
have been recovered from the ashes of 
the fire that destroyed The Chutes, San 
Francisco’s largest outdoor amusement 
resort, early this morning. Firemen 
are searching the ruins for bodies of 
others still unagcounted for. 

Occupants of an adjoining lodging 
house, which caught fire, were roused 
from their beds to find escape cut off.

John Boettinger and another man 
whose name is not known, who were 
sleeping in the lodging house, are be- 
lieved to have perished. 

The theater of The Chutes, which 
was built of concrete, is the only build- 
ing within the resort saved. The loss 
ig estimated at $250,000.

STEEL COMBINE 
ADJUSTS PRICES 


The Action Is in Reply to 
Bombshell Thrown by 
Independents.

New York, May 29.—The United 
States Steel Corporation has decided to 
make a readjustment of prices. The 
action is in reply fo the bombshell 
thrown into the steel market last Wed- 
mesday by the Republic Iron and Steel 
Company in announcing a cut in steel 
bars. 

Judge A. H. Gary, 
United States Steel Corporation, gave 
out a statement tonight, following a 
luncheon at which he _ entertained 
prominent representatives of the sub- 
sidiary cémpanies of the steel corpora- 
tion and independent manufacturers. 
The Republic Iron and Steel Company 
was, however, without representation. 

The new scale of prices is upon steel 
bars, plate, structural steel, black 
sheets, steel billets, sheet bars, galvan- 
ized and blue enameled sheets. The 
changes become effective*June 1, 

Judge Gary's statement includes the 
following price list: 

“Steel bars (15 cents per 
off), $1.25 base. 

“Plates and structural 
100 pounds off),.$1.35 base. 

“Black sheets (20 cents 
pounds off), 2 cents per 
28 gauge. 

“Galavnized sheets (20 cents per 100 
pounds off), 3 cents per pound, No. 28 
gauge.) 

“Blue annealed sheets (10 cents per 
hundred pounds off), $1.50 per 100 
pounds for No. 10 gauge. 

“Steel billets, 4 inches square and 
larger, $21 per gross ton. 

“Sheet bars, $22 per gross ton. 

“All prices f.o.b. cars at Pittsburg, 
Pa., effective June 1, 1911, for shipment 
prior to October 1, 1911.” 

It was not announced whether the 
readjustment movement might later be 
extended to rails, wires and tin plate, 
but it was intimated by some of the 
manufacturers that there would be no 
price changes in these products.

A few, 
probably not half a dozen, earned 
enough by their pens to live their de- 
clining days in comparative freedom 
from financial anxiety; a few others 
were born rich, and generally died a 
little less s0; still another few added 
to such earnings as their pens brought 
them the safe emoluments of some oth- 
er occupation. But for the rest, litera~
